WAC 468-38-073 Measurement exclusive devices. (1) 
What are the criteria for being a measurement exclusive 
device? Generally, measurement exclusive devices are vehi- 
cle appurtenances designed and used for reasons of safety, 
aerodynamics, or efficient vehicle operation. A measurement 
exclusive device must not carry property, create a space that 
property could occupy outside of legal or permitted dimen- 
sions, or exceed the specific dimensional limitations stated in 
this section. 

(2) What devices at the front of a single unit vehicle, 
or power unit in a vehicle combination, are excluded from 
length determinations? The following devices have been 
identified as measurement exclusive when determining 
length from the front of a single unit vehicle or power unit in 
a vehicle combination: 

(a) Resilient bumpers that do not extend more than six 
inches from the vehicle; 

(b) A fixed step up to three inches deep at the front of an 
existing automobile transporter until April 29, 2005. It will 
be the responsibility of the operator of the unit to prove that 
the step existed prior to April 29, 2002. Such proof can be in 
the form of a work order for equipment modification, a 
receipt for purchase and installation of the piece, or any sim- 
ilar type of documentation. After April 29, 2005, the step 
shall no longer be excluded from a vehicle's length. 

(3) What devices at the front of a semi-trailer or 
trailer are excluded from length determinations? The fol- 
lowing devices have been identified as measurement exclu- 
sive when determining length from the front of a semi-trailer 
or trailer: 

(a) A device at the front of a trailer chassis to secure con- 
tainers and prevent movement in transit; 

(b) A front coupler device on a semi-trailer or trailer 
used in road and rail intermodal operations; 

(c) Aerodynamic devices, air deflector; 

(d) Air compressor; 

(e) Certificate holder (manifest box); 

(f) Door vent hardware; 

(g) Electrical connector; 

(h) Gladhand (air hose connectors joining tractor to 
trailer); 

(i) Handhold; 

(j) Hazardous materials placards and holders; 

(k) Heater; 

(1) Ladder; 

(m) Nonload carrying tie-down devices on automobile 
transporters; 

(n) Pickup plate lip (plate at front of trailer to guide fifth 
wheel under trailer); 

(o) Pump offline on tank trailer; 

(p) Refrigeration unit; 

(q) Removable bulkhead; 

(r) Removable stake; 

(s) Stabilizing jack (antinosedive device); 

(t) Stake pocket; 

(u) Step; 

(v) Tarp basket; 

(w) Tire carrier; and 
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(x) Uppercoupler. 

(4) What devices at the rear of a single unit vehicle, 
semi-trailer or trailer are excluded from length determi- 
nations? The following devices have been identified as mea- 
surement exclusive when determining length from the rear of 
a semi-trailer or trailer: 

(a) Aerodynamic devices that extend up to a maximum 
of five feet beyond the rear of the vehicle, provided such 
devices have neither the strength, rigidity nor mass to damage 
a vehicle, or injure a passenger in a vehicle, that strikes a 
vehicle so equipped from the rear, and provided also that they 
do not obscure tail lamps, turn signals, marker lamps, identi- 
fication lamps, or any other required safety devices, such as 
hazardous materials placards or conspicuity markings (i.e., 
reflective tape); 

(b) Handhold; 

(c) Hazardous materials placards and holder; 

(d) Ladder; 

(e) Loading and unloading device not to exceed two feet; 

(f) Pintle hook; 

(g) Removable stake; 

(h) Splash and spray suppression device; 

(i) Stake pocket; and 

(j) Step. 

(5) What devices at the side of a vehicle are excluded 
from width determinations? The following devices have 
been identified as measurement exclusive, not to exceed three 
inches from the side of the vehicle, when determining width 
of a vehicle: 

(a) Comer cap; 

(b) Handhold for cab entry/egress; 

(c) Hazardous materials placards and holder; 

(d) Lift pad for trailer on flatcar (piggyback) operation; 

(e) Load induced tire bulge; 

(f) Rain gutter; 

(g) Rear and side door hinge and protective hardware; 

(h) Rearview mirror; 

(i) Side marker lamp; 

(j) Splash and spray suppressant device, or component 
thereof; 

(k) Structural reinforcement for side doors or intermodal 
operation (limited to one inch from the side within the three- 
inch maximum extension); 

(1) Tarping system for open-top cargo area; 

(m) Turn signal lamp; 

(n) Movable device to enclose the cargo area of a flatbed 
semi-trailer or trailer, usually called "tarping system," where 
no component part of the system extends more than three 
inches from the sides or back of the vehicle when the vehicle 
is in operation. This exclusion applies to all component parts 
of a tarping system, including the transverse structure at the 
front of the vehicle to which the sliding walls and roof of the 
tarp mechanism are attached, provided the structure is not 
also intended or designed to comply with 49 C.F.R. 393.106, 
which requires a headerboard strong enough to prevent cargo 
from penetrating or crushing the cab; the transverse structure 
may be up to one hundred eight inches wide if properly cen- 
tered so that neither side extends more than three inches 
beyond the structural edge of the vehicle. Also excluded from 
measurement are side rails running the length of the vehicle 
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and rear doors, provided the only function of the latter, like 
that of the transverse structure at the front of the vehicle, is to 
seal the cargo area and anchor the sliding walls and roof. On 
the other hand, a headerboard designed to comply with 49 
C.F.R. 393.106 is load bearing and thus limited to one hun- 
dred two inches in width. The "wings" designed to close the 
gap between such a headerboard and the movable walls and 
roof of a tarping system are width exclusive, provided they 
are add-on pieces designed to bear only the load of the tarp- 
ing system itself and are not integral parts of the load-bearing 
headerboard structure; 

(o) Tie-down assembly on platform trailer; 

(p) Wall variation from true flat; and 

(q) Weevil pins and sockets on a platform or low-bed 
trailer (pins and sockets located on both sides of a trailer used 
to guide winch cables when loading skid mounted equip- 
ment). 

(6) Are there weight measurement exclusive devices? 
Yes. Any vehicle equipped with idle reduction technology, 
designed to promote reduced fuel usage and emissions from 
engine idling, may have up to four hundred pounds in total 
gross, axle, tandem or bridge formula weight exempt 
(excluded) from the weight measurement. To be eligible for 
the weight exemption, the vehicle operator must be able to 
prove: 

(a) By written certification the weight of the idle reduc- 
tion technology; and 

(b) By demonstration or certification, that the idle reduc- 
tion technology is fully functional at all times. 

The weight exemption cannot exceed ((feur)) five hun- 
dred fifty pounds or the certified weight of the unit, which- 
ever is less. 

(7) Can exclusion allowances be combined to create a 
larger allowance (i.e., adding a five-foot aerodynamic 
device to a two-foot loading/unloading device for a total 
exclusion of seven feet)? No. Each exclusion allowance is 
specific to a device and may not be combined with the exclu- 
sion allowance for another device. 

(8) Can a device receive exclusion if it is not refer- 
enced in law or administrative rule? If the device meets the 
criteria in subsection (1) of this section, a request for mea- 
surement exclusion may be made to the administrator for 
commercial vehicle services. If approved for an exclusion 
allowance, the administrator will provide the requestor a 
written authorization.

PERMANENT RULES 
FOREST PRACTICES BOARD 
[Filed September 19, 2013, 10:03 a.m., effective October 20, 2013] 


Effective Date of Rule: Thirty-one days after filing. 

Purpose: The adaptive management program (program) 
was created to provide science-based recommendations and 
technical information to assist the forest practices board 
(board) in amending rules and guidance for aquatic resources 
to achieve the resources goals of the forests and fish report. 
The board may also use this program to adjust other rules and 
guidance. 
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The rule amendments are designed to reform the pro- 
gram as outlined in the 2012 settlement agreement for the for- 
est practices habitat conservation plan. Specifically, the 
amendments modify the program in the following ways: 


¢ The timber/fish/wildlife policy committee (policy 
committee) is reestablished as a consensus-based 
body comprised of caucus principles or their repre- 
sentatives. 

e Nine caucuses are established for the policy com- 
mittee with one vote per caucus. 

e The dispute resolution process is revised by allow- 
ing the cooperative evaluation monitoring and 
research committee (CMER) to utilize stage 2 and 
by shortening the decision-making timelines for the 
policy committee and CMER while allowing for 
timeline extension by consensus vote. 

e The CMER work plan process is expanded to a mas- 
ter project schedule prioritized with timelines for 
review and updates, and additional roles for the pro- 
gram administrator and the policy committee.

and will manage a formal science-based adaptive manage- 
ment program (program), as set forth in WAC 222-08- 
160(2). Refer to board manual section 22 for program guid- 
ance and further information. 

(1) Purpose: The purpose of the program is to provide 
science-based recommendations and technical information to

assist the board in determining if and when it is necessary or 
advisable to adjust rules and guidance for aquatic resources 
to achieve resource goals and objectives. The board may also 
use this program to adjust other rules and guidance. The goal 
of the program is to ((affeet)) effect change when it is neces- 
sary or advisable to adjust rules and guidance to achieve the 
goals of the forests and fish report or other goals identified by 
the board. There are three desired outcomes: Certainty of 
change as needed to protect targeted resources; predictability 
and stability of the process of change so that landowners, reg- 
ulators and interested members of the public can anticipate 
and prepare for change; and application of quality controls to 
study design and execution and to the interpreted results. 

(2) Program elements: By this rule, the board estab- 
lishes an active, ongoing program composed of the following 
initial elements, but not to exclude other program elements as 
needed: 

(a) Key questions and resource objectives: Upon 
receiving recommendations from the Timber/Fish/Wildlife 
(TFW) policy committee, or similar collaborative forum, the 
board will establish key questions and resource objectives 
and prioritize them. 

(i) Projects designed to address the key questions shall 
be established in the order and subject to the priorities identi- 
fied by the board. 

(ii) Resource objectives are intended to ensure that forest 
practices, either singularly or cumulatively, will not signifi- 
cantly impair the capacity of aquatic habitat to: 

(A) Support harvestable levels of salmonids; 

(B) Support the long-term viability of other covered spe- 
cies; or 

(C) Meet or exceed water quality standards (protection 
of beneficial uses, narrative and numeric criteria, and 
antidegradation). 

(iii) Resource objectives consist of functional objectives 
and performance targets. Functional objectives are broad 
statements regarding the major watershed functions poten- 
tially affected by forest practices. Performance targets are the 
measurable criteria defining specific, attainable target forest 
conditions and processes. 

(iv) Resource objectives are intended for use in adaptive 
management, rather than in the regulatory process. Best man- 
agement practices, as defined in the rules and manual, apply 
to all forest practices regardless of whether or not resource 
objectives are met at a given site. 

(b) Participants: The board ((#wiH)) manages the pro- 
gram and ((has-empewered)) empowers the following entities 
to participate in the program: 

e The cooperative monitoring evaluation and research 
committee (CMER)((5)): 

e The TFW policy committee (and/or similar collabora- 
tive forum)((;)); 

e The adaptive management program administrator((;)); 
and 

e Other participants as directed to conduct the indepen- 
dent scientific peer review process. The program will strive 
to use a consensus-based approach to make decisions at all 
stages of the process. Specific consensus-decision stages will 
be established by CMER and approved by the board. Ground 
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rules will follow those established by the TFW process as 
defined in the board manual. 

(i) CMER. By this rule, the board establishes a coopera- 
tive monitoring evaluation and research (CMER) committee 
to impose accountability and formality of process, and to 
conduct research and validation and effectiveness monitoring 
to facilitate achieving the resource objectives. The purpose of 
CMER is to advance the science needed to support adaptive 
management. CMER also has ongoing responsibility to con- 
tinue research and education in terrestrial resource issues. 
CMER will be made up of members that have expertise in a 
scientific discipline that will enable them to be most effective 
in addressing forestry, fish, wildlife, and landscape process 
issues. Members will represent timber landowners, environ- 
mental interests, state agencies, county governments, federal 
agencies and tribal governments from a scientific standpoint, 
not a policy view. CMER members will be approved by the 
board. This will not preclude others from participating in and 
contributing to the CMER process or its subcommittees. 
CMER shall also develop and manage as appropriate: 

(A) Scientific advisory groups and subgroups; 

(B) Research and monitoring programs; 

(C) A set of protocols and standards to define and guide 
execution of the process including, but not limited to, 
research and monitoring data, watershed analysis reports, 
interdisciplinary team evaluations and reports, literature 
reviews, and quality control/quality assurance processes; 

(D) A baseline data set used to monitor change; ((a#d)) 

(E) A process for policy approval of research, monitor- 
ing, and assessment projects and use of external information, 
including the questions to be answered and the timelines; and 

(F) A biennial research, monitoring, and assessment 
work plan to be presented to the TFW policy committee at 
their regular April meeting beginning in 2015 and at least 
every two years thereafter.

findings of CMER research and monitoring and to make rec- 
ommendations to the board related to forest practices rules, 
board manual sections, and/or other guidance. Policy com- 
mittee membership ((is-seH-selecting—and-at-amininunt 
should inchide representatives-_of the feHewine)) consists of 
caucus principals or their representatives from the following 
nine caucuses:

Policy committee members or their representatives are 
the primary participants for discussion and decisions at pol- 
icy committee meetings. Technical or scientific staff may 
attend policy committee meetings for consultation and staff 
member or visitors may attend policy committee meetings, 
but refrain from decision making. The policy committee will 
base consensus on one vote from each of the nine caucuses. 
The policy committee will act as a consensus-based body. 

Beginning in April 2014, the policy committee shall, 
among other responsibilities, and in cooperation with CMER, 
prepare for presentation to the board at their regular May 
meeting: 

(A) A CMER master project schedule prioritizing all 
CMER research and monitoring projects through 2031; 

(B) Assurances that the CMER work plan projects are 
scheduled according to the CMER master project schedule; 

(C) A review and update of the CMER master project 
schedule at least every four years; and 

(D) Assurances that all of the projects on the master proj- 
ect schedule, as amended by the board, will be completed by 
2040. 

(iii) Adaptive management program administrator 
(program administrator). The department will employ a 
full-time independent program administrator to oversee the 
program and support CMER. The program administrator will 
have credentials as a program manager, scientist, and 
researcher. The program administrator will: 

(A) Make reports to the board and have other responsi- 
bilities as defined in the board manual. 

(B) Work with the policy committee_and CMER to 
develop the CMER master project schedule and present it to 
the board at their regular May 2014 meeting: 

(C) Report to the board every two years, beginning at 
their regular May 2015 meeting on: 

(I) Progress made to implement the CMER master proj- 
ect schedule and recommended revisions; 

(II) The status of ongoing projects including adherence 
to scheduled timelines; and 

(HI) Policy committee's responses to all final CMER 
reports. 

(iv) Forest practices board (board). The board, among 
other responsibilities, shall: 

(A) Require the program to complete work according to 
the CMER master project schedule as amended by the board: 

(B) Determine whether the program is in substantial 
compliance with the CMER master project schedule every 
two years, beginning at the regular August 2014 meeting; and 

(C) Notify the National Marine Fisheries Service and the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service by letter within thirty days 
after the regular August meeting if the board determines the 
program is not in substantial compliance with the CMER 
master project schedule. 

(c) Independent scientific peer review process. By this 
tule, the board establishes an independent scientific peer 
review process to determine if the scientific studies that 
address program issues are scientifically sound and techni- 
cally reliable; and provide advice on the scientific basis or 
reliability of CMER's reports. Products that must be reviewed 
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include final reports of CMER funded studies, certain CMER 
recommendations, and pertinent studies not published in a 
CMER-approved, peer-reviewed journal. Other products that 
may require review include, but are not limited to, external 
information, work plans, requests for proposal, subsequent 
study proposals, the final study plan, and progress reports. 

(d) Process: The following stages will be used to 
((affeet)) effect change for managing adaptive management 
proposals and approved projects. If consensus cannot be 
reached by participants at any stage, the issue will be 
addressed within the dispute resolution process as defined in

"Lead weight" 
means material constructed of lead and applied to a fishing 
line or lure and designed to help keep the hook, bait, or lure 
underwater. 

(7)(a) Violation of this section is an infraction, punish- 
able under RCW 77.15.160, unless the person has harvested 
fish. If the person has harvested fish, the violation is punish- 
able under RCW 77.15.380, Unlawful recreational fishing in 
the second degree—Penalty, unless the fish are taken in the 
amounts or manner to constitute a violation of RCW 77.15.- 
370, Unlawful recreational fishing in the first degree—Pen- 
alty. 

(b) Freshwater terminal gear restrictions: Terminal gear 
restrictions apply to all species, including salmon, unless oth- 
erwise provided. In all waters with freshwater terminal gear 
restrictions, including, but not limited to, night closures, 
selective gear rules, whitefish gear rules, single-point barb- 
less hooks required, fly-fishing only, and anti-snagging rules, 
violation of the gear rules is an infraction if the angler has not 
yet harvested fish, and is punishable under RCW 77.15.160. 
It is unlawful to possess fish taken with gear in violation of 
the freshwater terminal gear restrictions. Possession of fish 
while using gear in violation of the freshwater terminal gear 
restrictions is a rebuttable presumption that the fish were 
taken with such gear. Possession of ((seeh)) fish while using

WAC 181-79A-030 Definitions. The following defini- 
tions shall apply to terms used in this chapter: 

(1) The terms, "program approval," "endorsement," 
"interstate compact," "college or university,” and "regionally 
accredited institution of higher education," as defined in 
WAC 180-78-010 and 181-78A-010 shall apply to the provi- 
sions of this chapter. 

(2) "Certificate" means the license issued by the superin- 
tendent of public instruction to teachers, administrators, and 
educational staff associates verifying that the individual has 
met the requirements set forth in this chapter. 

(3) "Certificate renewal" means the process whereby the 
validity of a certificate, subject to expiration, is extended. 

(4) "Certificate reinstatement" means the process 
whereby the validity of an expired certificate is regained. 

(5) "Lapsed certificate" means a residency certificate 
that is subject to the timelines and renewal described under 
WAC 181-79A-251. 

(6) "Expired certificate" means a teacher certificate that 
can only be reinstated under WAC 181-79A-251. 

(7) "Classroom teaching" means instructing pupils in an 
instructional setting. 

(8) "Approved baccalaureate degree" for the purpose of 
this chapter, means a baccalaureate from a regionally accred- 
ited college or university in any of the subject areas of the 
endorsement listed in chapter 181-82 WAC as now or hereaf- 
ter amended: Provided, That if a candidate is accepted into a 
program in Washington state on or before August 31, 2000, 
and completes the program on or before August 31, 2003, in 
accordance with WAC 181-79A-299, the candidate may hold 
a baccalaureate degree in any of the subject areas of the 
endorsements listed in WAC 181-79A-302. Such degrees 
shall require the completion of at least forty-five quarter 
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hours (thirty semester hours) of course work in the subject 
area: Provided, That a candidate who holds a baccalaureate 
degree in another academic field will not be required to 
obtain a second baccalaureate degree if the candidate pro- 
vides evidence to the superintendent of public instruction that 
he or she has completed the required forty-five quarter or 
thirty semester hours of course work in one of the subject 
areas of the endorsements listed in chapter 181-82 WAC: 
Provided further, That a candidate who holds a baccalaureate 
degree in early childhood education, elementary education, 
or special education will not be required to obtain a second 
baccalaureate degree if the candidate provides evidence to 
the superintendent of public instruction that he or she has 
completed thirty quarter or twenty semester credit hours in 
one academic field in an approved endorsement area pursuant 
to WAC 181-82A-202. 

(9) "Issues of abuse course work requirement" means 
completion of course work or an in-service program on issues 
of abuse. The content shall discuss the identification of phys- 
ical, emotional, sexual, and substance abuse, information on 
the impact of abuse on the behavior and learning abilities of 
students, discussion of the responsibilities of a teacher to 
report abuse or provide assistance to students who are victims 
of abuse, and methods for teaching students about abuse of 
all types and their prevention. Additionally, content areas 
identified by the legislature in RCW 28A.410.035 shall be 
required in the issues of abuse course, including exploitation 
of minors and suicide prevention. 

(10) "Approved master's degree" for the purpose of this 
chapter, means a master's or doctorate degree from a region- 
ally accredited college or university. 

(11) "Credit hour(s)" means credit (normally 100 level or 
above) awarded by a regionally accredited institution of 
higher education. 

(12) "Previous standards" means a certification system in 
place prior to a revision in rules that results in changed names 
and/or validity periods for the certificates issued. 

(13) "Application for certification" means an application 
for a certificate or endorsement that includes a signed affida- 
vit (as specified in WAC 181-79A-157) by the applicant. 
Such application shall be considered valid for two years from 
the date of receipt by the superintendent of public instruction, 
or its designee. 

(14) "Professional growth team" for the purpose of 
renewal of the professional certificate, means a team com- 
prised of the individual renewing the certificate and a mini- 
mum of three colleagues, who hold a current educator certif- 
icate, chosen by the individual. 

(15) "Professional growth plan." 

(a) Teacher individualized professional growth plan 
means the document which identifies the specific competen- 
cies, knowledge, skills and experiences needed to meet the 
standards at the "career level" benchmarks as published by 
the professional educator standards board. 

(b) Principal/program administrator individualized pro- 
fessional growth plan means the document which identifies 
the specific competencies, knowledge, skills and experiences 
needed to meet the standards at the "career level" benchmarks 
set forth in WAC 181-78A-540(1). 
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(c) ESA individualized professional growth plan means 
the document which identifies the specific competencies, 
knowledge, skills and experiences needed to meet the stan- 
dards and career level benchmarks set forth in WAC 181- 
78A-540(2). 

(16) "A positive impact on student learning" means that 
a teacher through instruction and assessment has been able to 
document students' increased knowledge and/or demonstra- 
tion of a skill or skills related to the state goals and/or essen- 
tial academic learning requirements: Provided, That teachers 
employed by private schools who are candidates for the pro- 
fessional teaching certificate shall document students' 
increased knowledge and/or demonstration of a skill or skills 
related to either: 

(a) The state goals or essential academic learning 
requirements; or 

(b) Such alternative learning goals as the private school 
has established. 

(17) "Professional certificate support provider" means 
any organization or institution operating training or consult- 
ing services as a public entity or private company holding an 
appropriate business license. 

(18) "Approved private school" means any organization 
of institution providing educational services to children 
including, but not limited to, approved private schools, state 
institutions, juvenile institutions, nonpublic agencies provid- 
ing special education services, development centers, and 
bureau of Indian affairs schools.

(3) Each school district and educational service agency is 
responsible for ensuring that the rights and protections under 
Part B of the act are given to students eligible for special edu- 
cation who are placed in private schools by their parents

WAC 392-172A-01032 Charter school. A charter 
school means a public school governed by a charter school 
board and operated according to the terms of a charter con- 
tract executed under chapter 28A.710

WAC 392-172A-01035 Child with a disability or stu- 
dent eligible for special education. (1)(a) Child with a dis- 
ability or as used in this chapter, a student eligible for special 
education means a student who has been evaluated and deter- 
mined to need special education because of having a disabil- 
ity in one of the following eligibility categories: Intellectual 
disability, a hearing impairment (including deafness), a 
speech or language impairment, a visual impairment (includ- 
ing blindness), an emotional behavioral disability, an ortho- 
pedic impairment, autism, traumatic brain injury, an other 
health impairment, a specific learning disability, deaf-blind- 
ness, multiple disabilities, or for students, three through 
eight, a developmental delay and who, because of the disabil- 
ity and adverse educational impact, has unique needs that 
cannot be addressed exclusively through education in general 
education classes with or without individual accommoda- 
tions, and needs special education and related services. 
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(b) For purposes of providing a student with procedural 
safeguard protections identified in WAC 392-172A-05015, 
the term, "student eligible for special education" also 
includes a student whose identification, evaluation or place- 
ment is at issue. 

(c) If it is determined, through an appropriate evaluation, 
that a student has one of the disabilities identified in subsec- 
tion (1)(a) of this section, but only needs a related service and 
not special education, the student is not a student eligible for 
special education under this chapter. School districts and 
other public agencies must be aware that they have obliga- 
tions under other federal and state civil rights laws and rules, 
including 29 U.S.C. 764, RCW 49.60.030, and 43 U.S.C. 
12101 that apply to students who have a disability regardless 
of the student's eligibility for special education and related 
services. 


((€e})) (d) Speech and language pathology, audiology, 
physical therapy, and occupational therapy services, may be 
provided as specially designed instruction, if the student 
requires those therapies as specially designed instruction, and 
meets the eligibility requirements which include a disability, 
adverse educational impact and need for specially designed 
instruction. They are provided as a related service under 
WAC 392-172A-01155 when the service is required to allow 
the student to benefit from specially designed instruction. 


(2) The terms used in subsection (1)(a) of this section are 
defined as follows: 

(a)(i) Autism means a developmental disability signifi- 
cantly affecting verbal and nonverbal communication and 
social interaction, generally evident before age three, that 
adversely affects a student's educational performance. Other 
characteristics often associated with autism are engagement 
in repetitive activities and stereotyped movements, resistance 
to environmental change or change in daily routines, and 
unusual responses to sensory experiences. 

(ii) Autism does not apply if a student's educational per- 
formance is adversely affected primarily because the student 
has an emotional behavioral disability, as defined in subsec- 
tion (2)(e) of this section. 

(iii) A student who manifests the characteristics of 
autism after age three could be identified as having autism if 
the criteria in (a)(i) of this subsection are satisfied. 

(b) Deaf-blindness means concomitant hearing and 
visual impairments, the combination of which causes such 
severe communication and other developmental and educa- 
tional needs that they cannot be accommodated in special 
education programs solely for students with deafness or stu- 
dents with blindness and adversely affect a student's educa- 
tional performance. 


(c) Deafness means a hearing impairment that is so 
severe that the student is impaired in processing linguistic 
information through hearing, with or without amplification, 
that adversely affects a student's educational performance. 

(d)(i) Developmental delay means a student three 
through eight who is experiencing developmental delays that 
adversely affect the student's educational performance in one 
or more of the following areas: Physical development, cogni- 
tive development, communication development, social or 
emotional development or adaptive development and who 
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demonstrates a delay on a standardized norm referenced test, 
with a test-retest or split-half reliability of 80 that is at least: 

(A) Two standard deviations below the mean in one or 
more of the five developmental areas; or 

(B) One and one-half standard deviations below the 
mean in two or more of the five developmental areas. 

(ii) The five developmental areas for students with a 
developmental delay are: 

(A) Cognitive development: Comprehending, remem- 
bering, and making sense out of one's experience. Cognitive 
ability is the ability to think and is often thought of in terms 
of intelligence; 

(B) Communication development: The ability to effec- 
tively use or understand age-appropriate language, including 
vocabulary, grammar, and speech sounds; 

(C) Physical development: Fine and/or gross motor skills 
requiring precise, coordinated, use of small muscles and/or 
motor skills used for body control such as standing, walking, 
balance, and climbing; 

(D) Social or emotional development: The ability to 
develop and maintain functional interpersonal relationships 
and to exhibit age appropriate social and emotional behav- 
iors; and 

(E) Adaptive development: The ability to develop and 
exhibit age-appropriate self-help skills, including indepen- 
dent feeding, toileting, personal hygiene and dressing skills. 

(iii) A school district is not required to adopt and use the 
category "developmentally delayed" for students, three 
through eight. 

(iv) If a school district uses the category "developmen- 
tally delayed," the district must conform to both the definition 
and age range of three through eight, established under this 
section. 

(v) School districts using the category "developmentally 
delayed," for students three through eight may also use any 
other eligibility category. 

(vi) Students who qualify under the developmental delay 
eligibility category must be reevaluated before age nine and 
determined eligible for services under one of the other eligi- 
bility categories. 

(vii) The term "developmentally delayed, birth to three 
years" are those infants and toddlers under three years of age 
who: 

(A) Meet the eligibility criteria established by the state 
lead agency under Part C of IDEA; and 

(B) Are in need of early intervention services under Part 
C of IDEA. Infants and toddlers who qualify for early inter- 
vention services must be evaluated prior to age three in order 
to determine eligibility for special education and related ser- 
vices. 

(e)(i) Emotional/behavioral disability means a condition 
where the student exhibits one or more of the following char- 
acteristics over a long period of time and to a marked degree 
that adversely affects a student's educational performance: 

(A) An inability to learn that cannot be explained by 
intellectual, sensory, or health factors. 

(B) An inability to build or maintain satisfactory inter- 
personal relationships with peers and teachers. 

(C) Inappropriate types of behavior or feelings under 
normal circumstances. 
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(D) A general pervasive mood of unhappiness or depres- 
sion. 

(E) A tendency to develop physical symptoms or fears 
associated with personal or school problems. 

(ii) Emotional/behavioral disability includes schizophre- 
nia. The term does not apply to students who are socially mal- 
adjusted, unless it is determined that they have an emotional 
disturbance under (e)(i) of this subsection. 

(f) Hearing impairment means an impairment in hearing, 
whether permanent or fluctuating, that adversely affects a 
student's educational performance but that is not included 
under the definition of deafness in this section. 

(g) Intellectual disability means significantly subaverage 
general intellectual functioning, existing concurrently with 
deficits in adaptive behavior and manifested during the 
developmental period, that adversely affects a student's edu- 
cational performance. 

(h) Multiple disabilities means concomitant impair- 
ments, the combination of which causes such severe educa- 
tional needs that they cannot be accommodated in special 
education programs solely for one of the impairments. The 
term, multiple disabilities does not include deaf-blindness. 

(i) Orthopedic impairment means a severe orthopedic 
impairment that adversely affects a student's educational per- 
formance. The term includes impairments caused by a con- 
genital anomaly, impairments caused by disease (e.g., polio- 
myelitis, bone tuberculosis), and impairments from other 
causes (e.g., cerebral palsy, amputations, and fractures or 
burns that cause contractures). 

(j) Other health impairment means having limited 
strength, vitality, or alertness, including a heightened alert- 
ness to environmental stimuli, that results in limited alertness 
with respect to the educational environment, that: 

(i) Is due to chronic or acute health problems such as 
asthma, attention deficit disorder or attention deficit hyperac- 
tivity disorder, diabetes, epilepsy, a heart condition, hemo- 
philia, lead poisoning, leukemia, nephritis, rheumatic fever, 
sickle cell anemia, and Tourette syndrome; and 

(ii) Adversely affects a student's educational perfor- 
mance. 

(k)(i) Specific learning disability means a disorder in one 
or more of the basic psychological processes involved in 
understanding or in using language, spoken or written, that 
may manifest itself in the imperfect ability to listen, think, 
speak, read, write, spell, or to do mathematical calculations, 
including conditions such as perceptual disabilities, brain 
injury, minimal brain dysfunction, dyslexia, and develop- 
mental aphasia, that adversely affects a student's educational 
performance. 

(ii) Specific learning disability does not include learning 
problems that are primarily the result of visual, hearing, or 
motor disabilities, of intellectual disability, of emotional dis- 
turbance, or of environmental, cultural, or economic disad- 
vantage. 

(1) Speech or language impairment means a communica- 
tion disorder, such as stuttering, impaired articulation, a lan- 
guage impairment, or a voice impairment, that adversely 
affects a student's educational performance. 

(m) Traumatic brain injury means an acquired injury to 
the brain caused by an external physical force, resulting in 
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total or partial functional disability or psychosocial impair- 
ment, or both, that adversely affects a student's educational 
performance. Traumatic brain injury applies to open or 
closed head injuries resulting in impairments in one or more 
areas, such as cognition; language; memory; attention; rea- 
soning; abstract thinking; judgment; problem solving; sen- 
sory, perceptual, and motor abilities; psychosocial behavior; 
physical functions; information processing; and speech. 
Traumatic brain injury does not apply to brain injuries that 
are congenital or degenerative, or to brain injuries induced by 
birth trauma. 

(n) Visual impairment including blindness means an 
impairment in vision that, even with correction, adversely 
affects a student's educational performance. The term 
includes both partial sight and blindness.

(1)(a) For any public elementary or second- 
ary school special education teacher teaching core academic 
subjects, the term highly qualified has the meaning given the 
term in section 9101 of the ESEA and 34 C.F.R. 200.56; and 
in addition, to meet the definition of highly qualified, public 
elementary school or secondary school special education 
teachers must have a bachelors degree and obtained full cer- 
tification as a teacher and a special education endorsement, 
which can include certification obtained through alternative 
routes to certification, or a continuing certificate. When used 
with respect to any teacher teaching in a charter school, 
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highly qualified means that the teacher meets the certification 
requirements contained in RCW 28A.710.040 (2)(c). 

(b) A teacher does not meet the highly qualified defini- 
tion if he or she is teaching pursuant to a temporary out-of- 
endorsement assignment or is teaching special education with 
a preendorsement waiver. 

(c) A teacher will be considered to meet the highly qual- 
ified standard in (a) of this subsection if that teacher is partic- 
ipating in an alternative route to special education certifica- 
tion program under which the teacher: 

(i) Receives high-quality professional development that 
is sustained, intensive, and classroom-focused in order to 
have a positive and lasting impact on classroom instruction, 
before and while teaching; 

(ii) Participates in a program of intensive supervision 
that consists of structured guidance and regular ongoing sup- 
port for teachers or a teacher mentoring program; 

(iii) Assumes functions as a teacher only for a specified 
period of time not to exceed three years; and 

(iv) Demonstrates satisfactory progress toward full certi- 
fication according to the state professional standards board 
rules, and the state ensures, through its certification and 
endorsement process, that the provisions of subsection (2) of 
this section are met. 

(2) Any public elementary school or secondary school 
special education teacher who is not teaching a core academic 
subject is highly qualified if the teacher meets the state certi- 
fication requirements and has an endorsement in special edu- 
cation, or holds a continuing certificate. 

(3) Requirements for special education teachers teaching 
to alternate achievement standards. When used with respect 
to a special education teacher who teaches core academic 
subjects exclusively to students who are assessed against 
alternate achievement standards established under 34 C.F.R. 
200.1(d), highly qualified means the teacher, whether new or 
not new to the profession, may either: 

(a) Meet the applicable requirements of section 9101 of 
the ESEA and 34 C.F.R. 200.56 for any elementary, middle, 
or secondary school teacher who is new or not new to the pro- 
fession; or 

(b) Meet the requirements of paragraph (B) or (C) of sec- 
tion 9101(23) of the ESEA as applied to an elementary school 
teacher, or, in the case of instruction above the elementary 
level, meet the requirements of paragraph (B) or (C) of sec- 
tion 9101(23) of the ESEA as applied to an elementary school 
teacher and have subject matter knowledge appropriate to the 
level of instruction being provided and needed to effectively 
teach to those standards, based on the state professional stan- 
dards board's certification requirements. 

(4) Requirements for special education teachers teaching 
multiple subjects. Subject to subsection (5) of this section, 
when used with respect to a special education teacher who 
teaches two or more core academic subjects exclusively to 
students eligible for special education, highly qualified 
means that the teacher may: 

(a) Meet the applicable requirements of section 9101 of 
the ESEA and 34 C.F.R. 200.56 (b) or (c); 

(b) In the case of a teacher who is not new to the profes- 
sion, demonstrate competence in all the core academic sub- 
jects in which the teacher teaches in the same manner as is 
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required for an elementary, middle, or secondary school 
teacher which may include a single, high objective uniform 
state standard of evaluation (HOUSSE) covering multiple 
subjects; or 


(c) In the case of a new special education teacher who 
teaches multiple subjects and who is highly qualified in 
mathematics, language arts, or science, demonstrate, not later 
than two years after the date of employment, competence in 
the other core academic subjects in which the teacher teaches 
in the same manner as is required for an elementary, middle, 
or secondary school teacher under 34 C.F.R. 200.56(c), 
which may include a single HOUSSE covering multiple sub- 
jects. 

(5) Teachers may meet highly qualified standards 
through use of the state's HOUSSE which meets all the 
requirements for a HOUSSE for a general education teacher. 

(6) Notwithstanding any other individual right of action 
that a parent or student may maintain under this chapter, 
nothing in this section shall be construed to create a right of 
action on behalf of an individual student or class of students 
for the failure of a particular school district employee to be 
highly qualified, or to prevent a parent from filing a state cit- 
izen complaint under WAC 392-172A-05025 through 392- 
172A-05040 about staff qualifications with the OSPI. 


(7)(a) A teacher who is highly qualified under this sec- 
tion is considered highly qualified for purposes of the ESEA. 


(b) A certified general education teacher who subse- 
quently receives a special education endorsement is a new 
special education teacher when first hired as a special educa- 
tion teacher. 


(8) Teachers hired by private elementary schools and 
secondary schools including private school teachers hired or 
contracted by school districts to provide equitable services to 
parentally placed private school students eligible for special 
education are not required to meet highly qualified standards 
addressed in this section. However, nonpublic agencies are 
required to ensure that teachers providing services to students 
placed by a school district meet the certification and special 
education endorsement standards established by the profes- 
sional educators standards board in Title 181 WAC and in 
accordance with WAC 392-172A-04095.

(1) Each school dis- 
trict((puble-ageney;)) and residential or day schools oper- 
ated ((pursuantte)) under chapters 28A.190 and 72.40 RCW 
shall provide every student who is eligible for special educa- 
tion between the age of three and twenty-one years, a free 
appropriate public education program (FAPE). The right to a 
FAPE includes special education for students who have been 
suspended or expelled from school. A FAPE is also available 
to any student determined eligible for special education even 
though the student has not failed or been retained in a course 
or grade and is advancing from grade to grade. The right to 
special education for eligible students starts on their third 
birthday with an IEP in effect by that date. If an eligible stu- 
dent's third birthday occurs during the summer, the student's 
IEP team shall determine the date when services under the 
individualized education program will begin. 

(2) A student who is determined eligible for special edu- 
cation services shall remain eligible until one of the follow- 
ing occurs: 

(a) A group of qualified professionals and the parent of 
the student, based on a reevaluation, determines the student is 
no longer eligible for special education; or 

(b) The student has met high school graduation require- 
ments established by the school district pursuant to rules of 
the state board of education, and the student has graduated 
from high school with a regular high school diploma. A reg- 
ular high school diploma does not include a certificate of high 
school completion, or a general educational development cre- 
dential. Graduation from high school with a regular high 
school diploma constitutes a change in placement, requiring 
written prior notice in accordance with WAC 392-172A- 
05010; or 

(c) The student enrolled in the public school system or is 
receiving services pursuant to chapter 28A.190 or 72.40 
RCW has reached age twenty-one. The student whose 
twenty-first birthday occurs on or before August 31 would no 
longer be eligible for special education. The student whose 
twenty-first birthday occurs after August 31, shall continue to

WAC 392-172A-02040 Child find. (1) ((FRe)) School 
districts shall conduct child find activities calculated to reach 
all students with a suspected disability for the purpose of 
locating, evaluating and identifying students who are in need 
of special education and related services, regardless of the 
severity of their disability. The child find activities shall 
extend to students residing ((##)) within the school district 
boundaries whether or not they are enrolled in the public 
school system((-)); except that students attending nonprofit 
private elementary or secondary schools located within the 
school district boundaries shall be located, identified and 
evaluated consistent with WAC 392-172A-04005. School 
districts will conduct any required child find activities for 
infants and toddlers, consistent with the child find require- 
ments of the lead agency for Part C of the act. 

(2) Child find activities must be calculated to reach stu- 
dents who are homeless, wards of the state, highly mobile 
students with disabilities, such as homeless and migrant stu- 
dents and students who are suspected of being a student with 
a disability and in need of special education, even though 
they are advancing from grade to grade. 

(3) The ((leeak)) school district shall have policies and 
procedures in effect that describe the methods it uses to con- 
duct child find activities in accordance with subsections (1) 
and (2) of this section. Methods used may include but are not 
limited to activities such as: 
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(a) Providing written notification to all parents of stu- 
dents in the school district's jurisdiction regarding access to 
and the use of its child find system; 

(b) Posting notices in school buildings, other public 
agency offices, medical facilities, and other public areas, 
describing the availability of ((speciateduecation_programs)) 
child find; 

(c) Offering preschool developmental screenings; 

(d) Conducting local media informational campaigns; 

(e) Coordinating distribution of information with other 
child find programs within public and private agencies; and 

(f) Using internal district child find methods such as 
screening, reviewing district-wide test results, providing in- 
service education to staff, and other methods developed by 
the school district to identify, locate and evaluate students 
including a systematic, intervention based, process within 
general education for determining the need for a special edu- 
cation referral.

(1)(a) A 
school district proposing to conduct an initial evaluation to 
determine if a student is eligible for special education ser- 
vices must provide prior written notice consistent with WAC 
392-172A-05010 and obtain informed consent from the par- 
ent before conducting the evaluation. 

(b) Parental consent for an initial evaluation must not be 
construed as consent for initial provision of special education 
and related services. 

(c) The school district must make reasonable efforts to 
obtain the informed consent from the parent for an initial 
evaluation to determine whether the student is eligible for 
special education. 

(d) If the student is a ward of the state and is not residing 
with the student's parent, the school district or public agency 
is not required to obtain informed consent from the parent for 
an initial evaluation to determine eligibility for special educa- 
tion services if: 

(i) Despite reasonable efforts to do so, the school district 
cannot discover the whereabouts of the parent of the child; 

(ii) The rights of the parents of the child have been termi- 
nated; or 

(iii) The rights of the parent to make educational deci- 
sions have been subrogated by a judge in accordance with 
state law and consent for an initial evaluation has been given 
by an individual appointed by the judge to represent the child. 

(e) If the parent of a student enrolled in public school or 
seeking to be enrolled in public school does not provide con- 
sent for an initial evaluation under subsection (1) of this sec- 
tion, or the parent fails to respond to a request to provide con- 
sent, the school district may, but is not required to, pursue the 
initial evaluation of the student by using due process proce- 
dures or mediation. 

(f) The school district does not violate its child find and 
evaluation obligations, if it declines to pursue the initial eval- 
uation when a parent refuses to provide consent under (e) of 
this subsection. 
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(2)(a) A school district that is responsible for making 
FAPE available to a student must obtain informed consent 
from the parent of the student before the initial provision of 
special education and related services to the student. 

(b) The school district must make reasonable efforts to 
obtain informed consent from the parent for the initial provi- 
sion of special education and related services to the student. 

(c) If the parent of a student fails to respond to a request 
for or refuses to consent to the initial provision of special 
education and related services, the school district may not use 
the due process procedures or mediation in order to obtain 
agreement or a ruling that the services may be provided to the 
student. 

(d) If the parent of the student refuses to consent to the 
initial provision of special education and related services, or 
the parent fails to respond to a request to provide consent for 
the initial provision of special education and related services, 
the school district: 

(i) Will not be considered to be in violation of the 
requirement to make available FAPE to the student for the 
failure to provide the student with the special education and 
related services for which the school district requests con- 
sent; and 

(ii) Is not required to convene an IEP team meeting or 
develop an IEP. 

(e) If at any time after the initial provision of special edu- 
cation and related services, the parent revokes consent in 
writing for the continued provision of special education and 
related services, the school district: 

(i) Must provide prior written notice to the parent in 
accordance with WAC ((39247?2A4-05645)) 392-172A- 
05010 before ceasing to provide special education and related 
services and may not continue to provide special education 
and related services after the effective date of the prior writ- 
ten notice; 

(ii) May not use mediation or the due process procedures 
in order to obtain an agreement or a ruling that the services 
may be provided to the student; 

(iii) Will not be considered to be in violation of the 
requirement to make FAPE available to the student because 
of the failure to provide the student with further special edu- 
cation and related services; and 

(iv) Is not required to convene an IEP team meeting or 
develop an IEP for the student for further provision of special 
education services. 

(3)(a) A school district must obtain informed parental 
consent, prior to conducting any reevaluation of a student eli- 
gible for special education services, subject to the exceptions 
in (d) of this subsection and subsection (4) of this section. 

(b) If the parent refuses to consent to the reevaluation, 
the school district may, but is not required to, pursue the 
reevaluation by using the due process procedure((s)) to over- 
ride the parent's refusal to provide consent or mediation to 
obtain an agreement from the parent to provide consent. 

(c) The school district does not violate its child find obli- 
gations or the evaluation and reevaluation procedures if it 
declines to pursue the evaluation or reevaluation. 

(d) A school district may proceed with a reevaluation 
and does not need to obtain informed parental consent if the 
school district can demonstrate that: 
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(i) It made reasonable efforts to obtain such consent; and 

(ii) The child's parent has failed to respond. 

(4)(a) Parental consent for an initial or a reevaluation is 
not required before: 

(i) Reviewing existing data as part of an evaluation or a 
reevaluation; or 

(ii) Administering a test or other evaluation that is 
administered to all students unless, before administration of 
that test or evaluation, consent is required of parents of all 
students. 

(b) A school district may not use a parent's refusal to 
consent to one service or activity of an initial evaluation or 
reevaluation to deny the parent or student any other service, 
benefit, or activity of the school district, except as required by 
this chapter. 

(c) If a parent of a child who is home schooled or placed 
in a private school by the parents at their own expense does 
not provide consent for the initial evaluation or the reevalua- 
tion, or the parent fails to respond to a request to provide con- 
sent, the public agency may not use the consent override pro- 
cedures and the public agency is not required to consider the 
student as eligible for special education services. 

(d) To meet the reasonable efforts requirements to obtain 
consent for an evaluation or reevaluation the school district 
must document its attempts to obtain parental consent using 
the procedures in WAC 392-172A-03100(6).

used. ((Ne)) A school district ((erether-public- ageneyand ne 
educational service district shall) ) must not authorize, permit, 
or condone the use of aversive interventions which vio-

by any employee, volunteer, contractor or other agent of the 
school district ((erether-public-ageney)) responsible for the 
education, care, or custody of a ((speciateducation)) student 
eligible for special education.

WAC 392-172A-03125 Aversive intervention prohi- 
bitions. There are certain interventions that are manifestly 
inappropriate by reason of their offensive nature or their 
potential negative physical consequences, or their legality.

(1) Electric current. No student may be stimulated by 
contact with electric current. 

(2) Food services. ((Ne)) A student who is willing to 
consume subsistence food or liquid when the food or liquid is 
customarily served ((may)) must not be denied or subjected 
to an unreasonable delay in the provision of the food or liq- 
uid. 

(3)(a) Force and restraint in general. ((Ne)) A district 
must not use force or restraint which is either unreasonable 
under the circumstances or deemed to be an unreasonable 
form of corporal punishment as a matter of state law ((maybe 
used)). See RCW 9A.16.100 which ((e#es)) prohibits the fol- 
lowing uses of force or restraint ((as-ases-whieh-are- presumed 
te-be-unreasonable-and therefore untawful)): 


(i) Throwing, kicking, burning, or cutting a student. 

(ii) Striking a student with a closed fist. 

(iii) Shaking a student under age three. 

(iv) Interfering with a student's breathing. 

(v) Threatening a student with a deadly weapon. 

(vi) Doing any other act that is likely to cause bodily 
harm to a student greater than transient pain or minor tempo- 
rary marks. 

(b) The statutory listing of worst case uses of force or 
restraint described in this subsection may not be read as 
implying that all unlisted uses (e.g., shaking a four year old) 
are permissible. Whether or not an unlisted use of force or 
restraint is permissible depends upon such considerations as 
the balance of these rules, and whether the use is reasonable 
under the circumstances. 

(4) Hygiene care. ((Ne)) A student ((may)) must not be 
denied or subjected to an unreasonable delay in the provision 
of common hygiene care. 

(5) Isolation. ((Ne)) A student ((may)) must not be 
excluded from his or her regular instructional or service area 
and isolated within a room or any other form of enclosure, 
except under the conditions set forth in WAC 392-172A- 
03130. 

(6) Medication. ((Me)) A student ((may)) must not be 
denied or subjected to an unreasonable delay in the provision 
of medication. 

(7) Noise. ((Ne)) A student ((may)) must not be forced to 
listen to noise or sound that the student finds painful. 
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(8) Noxious sprays. ((Ne)) A student ((may)) must not be 
forced to smell or be sprayed in the face with a noxious or 
potentially harmful substance. 

(9) Physical restraints. ((Ne)) A student ((may)) must not 
be physically restrained or immobilized by binding or other- 
wise attaching the student's limbs together or by binding or 
otherwise attaching any part of the student's body to an 
object, except under the conditions set forth in WAC 392- 
172A-03 130. 

(10) Taste treatment. ((Ne)) A student ((may)) must not 
be forced to taste or ingest a substance which is not com- 
monly consumed or which is not commonly consumed in its 
existing form or concentration. 

(11) Water treatment. ((Ne)) A student's head ((may)) 
must not be partially or wholly submerged in water or any 
other liquid.

(b) The enclosure shall be ventilated, lighted, and tem- 
perature controlled from inside or outside for purposes of 
human occupancy.

(d) An adult responsible for supervising the student shall 
remain in visual or auditory range of the student.

(3) Physical restraint. The use of aversive interventions 
which involves physically restraining or immobilizing a stu- 
dent by binding or otherwise attaching the student's limbs 
together or by binding or otherwise attaching any part of the 
student's body to an object is subject to each of the following 
conditions: 
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(a) The restraint shall only be used when and to the 
extent it is reasonably necessary to protect the student, other 
persons, or property from serious harm. 

(b) The restraint, including the duration of its use, shall 
be ((previded for-bytheterms-of)) addressed in the student's 
((Gndiiduahzed education program established in accor 
dancewith)) aversive intervention plan that meets the 
requirements of WAC 392-172A-03135. 

(c) The restraint shall not interfere with the student's 
breathing. 

(d) An adult responsible for supervising the student shall 
remain in visual or auditory range of the student.

(e) Obtain written, or, at the option of the parents, elec- 
tronic findings of fact and decisions. 

(2)(a) At least five business days prior to a due process 
hearing conducted pursuant to this section, or two business 
days prior to a hearing conducted pursuant to WAC 392- 
172A-05165, each party must disclose to all other parties all 
evaluations completed by that date and the recommendations 
based on the offering party's evaluations that the party 
intends to use at the hearing. 

(b) An administrative law judge may bar any party that 
fails to comply with (a) of this subsection from introducing 
the relevant evaluation or recommendation at the hearing 
without the consent of the other party.

(1) The OSPI 
annually reviews the data it obtains from school districts 
through monitoring, submission of other data required by the 
district, and other public information provided by the district. 
Based on the data and information provided, OSPI deter- 
mines if the school district: 

(a) Meets the requirements and purposes of Part B of the 
act; 

(b) Needs assistance in implementing the requirements 
of Part B of the act; 

(c) Needs intervention in implementing the requirements 
of Part B of the act; or 

(d) Needs substantial intervention in implementing the 
requirements of Part B of the act. 

(2) If the OSPI determines, for two consecutive years, 
that a district needs assistance in implementing the OSPI's 
annual performance requirements, OSPI will advise the dis- 
trict of available sources of technical assistance that may help 
the district address the areas in which the district needs assis- 
tance, which may include assistance from the OSPI, office of 
special education programs, other offices of the department 
of education, other federal agencies, technical assistance pro- 
viders approved by the department of education, and other 
federally or state funded nonprofit agencies, and require the 
district to work with appropriate entities. Such technical 
assistance may include: 

(a) The provision of advice by experts to address the 
areas in which the district needs assistance, including explicit 
plans for addressing the areas of concern within a specified 
period of time; 

(b) Assistance in identifying and implementing profes- 
sional development, instructional strategies, and methods of 
instruction that are based on scientifically based research; 

(c) Designating and using distinguished superintendents, 
principals, special education administrators, special educa- 
tion teachers, and other teachers to provide advice, technical 
assistance, and support; and 

(d) Devising additional approaches to providing techni- 
cal assistance, such as collaborating with institutions of 
higher education, educational service districts, national cen- 
ters of technical assistance, and private providers of scientif- 
ically based technical assistance. 
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(3) If the OSPI determines, for three or more consecutive 
years, that a district needs intervention in implementing the 
OSPI's annual performance requirements, OSPI may take 
actions described under subsection (2) of this section and will 
take one or more of the following actions: 


(a) Require the district to prepare a corrective action plan 
or improvement plan if the OSPI determines that the district 
should be able to correct the problem within one year; 


(b) Withhold, in whole or in part, any further payments 
to the district under Part B of the act; 


(4) Notwithstanding subsections (2) or (3) of this sec- 
tion, at any time that the OSPI determines that a district needs 
substantial intervention in implementing the requirements of 
Part B of the act or that there is a substantial failure to comply 
with any condition of a school district's eligibility under Part 
B of the act, OSPI will withhold, in whole or in part, any fur- 
ther payments to the district under Part B of the act, in addi- 
tion to any other actions taken under subsections (2) or (3) of 
this section.

(5) The disbursements to an applicant must not be used 
to support legal fees, court costs, or other costs associated 
with a cause of action brought on behalf of a student to ensure 
FAPE for such student. 

(6) Federal funds reserved for the safety net fund from 
the appropriation for any fiscal year, but not expended to eli- 
gible applicants for safety net funding must be allocated to 
school districts in the same manner as other funds from the 
appropriation for that fiscal year are allocated to school dis- 
tricts during their final year of availability. 

(7) The funds in the high cost fund remain under the con- 
trol of the state until disbursed to a school district to support 
a specific child who qualifies under this section and the state 
regulations for safety net funding described in subsection (1) 
of this section.

A majority of the members of the advisory council shall 
be individuals with disabilities or parents of special education 
students. 

(3) The council's purposes are to: 

(a) Advise the superintendent of public instruction and 
make recommendations on all matters related to special edu- 
cation and specifically advise the superintendent of unmet 
needs within the state in the education of special education 
students; 

(b) Comment publicly on any rules or regulations pro- 
posed by the state regarding the education of special educa- 
tion students; 

(c) Advise the state in developing evaluations and report- 
ing such information as may assist the state in its data 
requirements under section 618 of the act; 

(d) Advise the state in developing corrective action plans 
to address findings identified in federal monitoring reports 
under Part B of the Individuals with Disabilities Education 
Act; and 

(e) Advise the state in developing and implementing pol- 
icies relating to the coordination of services for special edu- 
cation students. 

(4) The council shall follow the procedures in this sub- 
section. 

(a) The advisory council shall meet as often as necessary 
to conduct its business. 

(b) By July 1st of each year, the advisory council shall 
submit an annual report of council activities and suggestions 
to the superintendent of public instruction. This report must 
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be made available to the public in a manner consistent with 
other public reporting requirements of this chapter. 

(c) Official minutes will be kept on all council meetings 
and shall be made available to the public on request to the

REGULATION I, SECTION 3.11 CIVIL PENALTIES 


(a) Any person who violates any of the provisions of 
chapter 70.94 RCW or any of the rules or regulations in force 
pursuant thereto, may incur a civil penalty in an amount not 
to exceed $((44,279-06)) 17,525.00, per day for each viola- 
tion. 

(b) Any person who fails to take action as specified by an 
order issued pursuant to chapter 70.94 RCW or Regulations I, 
IL, and III of the Puget Sound Clean Air Agency shall be lia- 
ble for a civil penalty of not more than $((+4279-60)) 
17,525.00, for each day of continued noncompliance. 

(c) Within 30 days of the date of receipt of a Notice and 
Order of Civil Penalty, the person incurring the penalty may 
apply in writing to the Control Officer for the remission or 
mitigation of the penalty. To be considered timely, a mitiga- 
tion request must be actually received by the Agency, during 
regular office hours, within 30 days of the date of receipt of a 
Notice and Order of Civil Penalty. This time period shall be 
calculated by excluding the first day and including the last, 
unless the last day is a Saturday, Sunday, or legal holiday, 
and then it is excluded and the next succeeding day that is not 
a Saturday, Sunday, or legal holiday is included. The date 
stamped by the Agency on the mitigation request is prima 
facie evidence of the date the Agency received the request. 

(d) A mitigation request must contain the following: 

(1) The name, mailing address, telephone number, and 
telefacsimile number (if available) of the party requesting 
mitigation; 

(2) A copy of the Notice and Order of Civil Penalty 
involved; 

(3) A short and plain statement showing the grounds 
upon which the party requesting mitigation considers such 
order to be unjust or unlawful; 

(4) A clear and concise statement of facts upon which the 
party requesting mitigation relies to sustain his or her 
grounds for mitigation; 

(5) The relief sought, including the specific nature and 
extent; and 

(6) A statement that the party requesting mitigation has 
read the mitigation request and believes the contents to be 
true, followed by the party's signature. 

The Control Officer shall remit or mitigate the penalty 
only upon a demonstration by the requestor of extraordinary 
circumstances such as the presence of information or factors 
not considered in setting the original penalty. 

(e) Any civil penalty may also be appealed to the Pollu- 
tion Control Hearings Board pursuant to chapter 43.21B 
RCW and chapter 371-08 WAC. An appeal must be filed 
with the Hearings Board and served on the Agency within 30 
days of the date of receipt of the Notice and Order of Civil 
Penalty or the notice of disposition on the application for 
relief from penalty. 

(f) A civil penalty shall become due and payable on the 
later of: 

(1) 30 days after receipt of the notice imposing the pen- 
alty; 
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(2) 30 days after receipt of the notice of disposition on 
application for relief from penalty, if such application is 
made; or 

(3) 30 days after receipt of the notice of decision of the 
Hearings Board if the penalty is appealed. 

(g) If the amount of the civil penalty is not paid to the 
Agency within 30 days after it becomes due and payable, the 
Agency may bring action to recover the penalty in King 
County Superior Court or in the superior court of any county 
in which the violator does business. In these actions, the pro- 
cedures and rules of evidence shall be the same as in an ordi- 
nary civil action. 

(h) Civil penalties incurred but not paid shall accrue 
interest beginning on the 91st day following the date that the 
penalty becomes due and payable, at the highest rate allowed 
by RCW 19.52.020 on the date that the penalty becomes due 
and payable. If violations or penalties are appealed, interest 
shall not begin to accrue until the 31st day following final 
resolution of the appeal. 

(i) To secure the penalty incurred under this section, the 
Agency shall have a lien on any vessel used or operated in 
violation of Regulations I, II, and HI which shall be enforced 
as provided in RCW 60.36.050.

Purpose: To provide a technical clarification in the 
notice of construction (NOC) exemption list found in Section 
6.03(c) regarding metal cutting. The amendments move the 
exemption criteria that relate to thermal cutting to the metal- 
lurgy section of the exemptions and amend the material han- 
dling section for mechanical processes (e.g., cutting, sanding, 
etc.). The proposal requires thermal cutting of stainless steel 
installed after November 1, 2013, to be subject to NOC 
review. The proposal exempts thermal cutting of metal 
alloys that are not classified as stainless steel. It also exempts 
thermal cutting of any metal (including stainless) if it is inci- 
dental to plant maintenance activities.

AMENDATORY SECTION 


REGULATION I, SECTION 6.03 NOTICE OF CON- 
STRUCTION 


(a) It shall be unlawful for any person to cause or allow 
the establishment of a new source, or the replacement or sub- 
stantial alteration of control equipment installed on an exist- 
ing source, unless a "Notice of Construction application" has 
been filed and an "Order of Approval" has been issued by the 
Agency. The exemptions in Sections 6.03 (b) and (c) of this 
regulation shall not apply to: 

(1) Any project that qualifies as construction, reconstruc- 
tion, or modification of an affected facility within the mean- 
ing of 40 CFR Part 60 (New Source Performance Standards), 
except for Subpart AAA (New Residential Wood Heaters), 
Subpart BB (Kraft Pulp Mills), Subpart S (Primary Alumi- 
num Reduction Plants), Subpart OOO (Nonmetallic Mineral 
Processing Plants), and Subpart III pertaining to owners and 
operators of emergency stationary compression ignition 
internal combustion engines; and for relocation of affected 
facilities under Subpart I (Hot Mix Asphalt Facilities) for 
which an Order of Approval has been previously issued by 
the Agency; 

(2) Any project that qualifies as a new or modified 
source within the meaning of 40 CFR 61.02 (National Emis- 
sion Standards for Hazardous Air Pollutants), except for Sub- 
part B (Radon from Underground Uranium Mines), Subpart 
H (Emissions of Radionuclides other than Radon from 
Department of Energy Facilities), Subpart I (Radionuclides 
from Federal Facilities other than Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission Licensees and not covered by Subpart H), Subpart K 
(Radionuclides from Elemental Phosphorus Plants), Subpart 
Q (Radon from Department of Energy Facilities), Subpart R 
(Radon from Phosphogypsum Stacks), Subpart T (Radon 
from Disposal of Uranium Mill Tailings), Subpart W (Radon 
from Operating Mill Tailings), and for demolition and reno- 
vation projects subject to Subpart M (Asbestos); 

(3) Any project that qualifies as a new source as defined 
under 40 CFR 63.2 (National Emission Standards for Hazard- 
ous Air Pollutants for Source Categories), except for the pro- 
visions of Subpart M (Dry Cleaning Facilities) pertaining to 
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area source perchloroethylene dry cleaners, Subpart LL (Pri- 
mary Aluminum Reduction Plants), the provisions of Subpart 
S (Pulp and Paper Industry) and Subpart MM (Chemical 
Recovery Combustion Sources at Kraft, Soda, Sulfite, and 
Stand-Alone Semichemical Pulp Mills) pertaining to kraft 
and sulfite pulp mills, the provisions of Subpart ZZZZ 
(Reciprocating Internal Combustion Engines) pertaining to 
emergency and limited-use stationary reciprocating internal 
combustion engines, Subpart DDDDD (Industrial, Commer- 
cial, and Institutional Boilers and Process Heaters), Subpart 
WWWWW (Hospitals: Ethylene Oxide Sterilizers), Subpart 
CCCCCC (Gasoline Dispensing Facilities), Subpart HHH- 
HHH (Paint Stripping and Miscellaneous Surface Coating 
Operations), Subpart WWWWWW (Plating and Polishing 
Operations), Subpart XXXXXX (Nine Metal Fabrication and 
Finishing Source Categories), Subpart YYYYYY (Ferroal- 
loys Production Facilities), and Subpart ZZZZZZ (Alumi- 
num, Copper, and Other Nonferrous Foundries); 

(4) Any new major stationary source or major modifica- 
tion as defined under WAC 173-400-030; and 

(5) Any stationary source previously exempted from 
review that is cited by the Agency for causing air pollution 
under Section 9.11 of this regulation. 

(b) Notifications. A Notice of Construction application 
and Order of Approval are not required for the new sources 
identified in this section, provided that a complete notifica- 
tion is filed with the Agency. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to cause or allow establishment of a new source identified 
in this section unless a complete notification has been filed 
with the Agency: 


Liquid Storage and Transfer 

(1) Storage tanks used exclusively for: 

(A) Gasoline dispensing and having a rated capacity of 
21,001 gallons, PROVIDED THAT they are installed in accor- 
dance with the current California Air Resources Board Exec- 
utive Orders; 

(B) Organic liquids with a true vapor pressure of 2.2-4.0 
psia and having a rated capacity of 20,000-39,999 gallons; or 

(C) Organic liquids with a true vapor pressure of 0.5- 
0.75 psia and having a rated capacity >40,000 gallons. 

(2) Loading and unloading equipment used exclusively 
for the storage tanks exempted above, including gasoline dis- 
pensers at gasoline stations. 


Relocation of Portable Batch Plants 

(3) Relocation of the following portable facilities: 
asphalt batch plants, nonmetallic mineral processing plants, 
and concrete batch plants for which an Order of Approval has 
been previously issued by the Agency. All the conditions in 
the previously issued Order of Approval remain in effect. 


Dry Cleaning 

(4) Unvented, dry-to-dry, dry-cleaning equipment that is 
equipped with refrigerated condensers to recover the cleaning 
solvent. 


Printing 

(5) Non-heatset, web offset presses and wholesale, 
sheet-fed offset presses (lithographic or letterpress) using 
exclusively soy-based or kerosene-like oil-based inks, foun- 
tain solutions with <6% VOC by volume or <8.5% if refrig- 
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erated to <60°F, and cleaning solvents with a vapor pressure 
<25mm Hg or a VOC content <30% by volume. 


Water Treatment 

(6) Industrial and commercial wastewater evaporators 
(except flame impingement) used exclusively for wastewater 
generated on-site that meets all discharge limits for disposal 
into the local municipal sewer system (including metals, cya- 
nide, fats/oils/grease, pH, flammable or explosive materials, 
organic compounds, hydrogen sulfide, solids, and food 
waste). A letter from the local sewer district documenting 
compliance is required in order to use this exemption. 


Sanding Equipment 

(7) Sanding equipment controlled by a fabric filter with 
an airflow of 2,000-5,000 cfm and an air-to-cloth ratio of 
<3.5:1 (for reverse-air or manual cleaning) or <12:1 (for 
pulse-jet cleaning). 


Ventilation and Control Equipment 

(8) Vacuum-cleaning systems used exclusively for 
industrial, commercial, or residential housekeeping purposes 
controlled by a fabric filter with an airflow of 2,000-5,000 
cfm and an air-to-cloth ratio of <3.5:1 (for mechanical or 
manual cleaning) or <12:1 (for pulse-jet cleaning). 

(9) Replacement of an existing paint spray booth that has 
previously received an Order of Approval, with like kind 
equipment and for spray coating operations that continue to 
operate consistent with the previously issued Order of 
Approval. All the conditions in the previously issued Order of 
Approval remain in effect. 


Miscellaneous 

(10) Any source not otherwise exempt under Section 
6.03(c) of this regulation that has been determined through 
review of a Notice of Construction application by the Control 
Officer not to warrant an Order of Approval because it has a 
de minimis impact on air quality and does not pose a threat to 
human health or the environment. 


Coffee Roasters 

(11) Batch coffee roasters with a maximum rated capac- 
ity of 10 Ibs per batch or less. 

(c) Exemptions. A Notice of Construction application 
and Order of Approval are not required for the following new 
sources, provided that sufficient records are kept to document 
the exemption: 


Combustion 

(1) Fuel-burning equipment (except when combusting 
pollutants generated by a non-exempt source) having a rated 
capacity: 

(A) <10 million Btu per hour heat input burning exclu- 
sively distillate fuel oil, natural gas, propane, butane, bio- 
diesel that meets ASTM D 6751 specifications (or any com- 
bination thereof); 

(B) <0.5 million Btu per hour heat output burning waste- 
derived fuel (including fuel oil not meeting the specifications 
in Section 9.08 of this regulation); or 

(C) <1 million Btu per hour heat input burning any other 
fuel. 

(2) All stationary gas turbines with a rated heat input <10 
million Btu per hour. 
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(3) Stationary internal combustion engines having a 
rated capacity: 

(A) <50 horsepower output; 

(B) Used solely for instructional purposes at research, 
teaching, or educational facilities; or 

(C) Portable or standby units operated <500 hours per 
year, PROVIDED THAT they are not operated at a facility with 
a power supply contract that offers a lower rate in exchange 
for the power supplier's ability to curtail energy consumption 
with prior notice. 

(4) Relocation of portable, stationary internal combus- 
tion engines or gas turbines for which an Order of Approval 
has been previously issued by the Agency. 

(5) All nonroad compression ignition engines subject to 
40 CFR Part 89 and land-based nonroad compression engines 
subject to 40 CFR Part 1039. 


Metallurgy 

(6) Crucible furnaces, pot furnaces, or induction fur- 
naces with a capacity <1,000 pounds, PROVIDED THAT no 
sweating or distilling is conducted, and PROVIDED THAT only 
precious metals, or an alloy containing >50% aluminum, 
magnesium, tin, zinc, or copper is melted. 

(7) Crucible furnaces or pot furnaces with a capacity 
<450 cubic inches of any molten metal. 

(8) Ladles used in pouring molten metals. 

(9) Foundry sand-mold forming equipment. 

(10) Shell core and shell-mold manufacturing machines. 

(11) Molds used for the casting of metals. 

(12) Die casting machines with a rated capacity <1,000 
pounds that are not used for copper alloys. 

(13) Equipment used for heating metals immediately 
prior to forging, pressing, rolling, or drawing, if any combus- 
tion equipment is also exempt. 

(14) Forming equipment used exclusively for forging, 
rolling, or drawing of metals, if any combustion equipment is 
also exempt. 

(15) Heat treatment equipment used exclusively for met- 
als, if any combustion equipment is also exempt. 

(16) Equipment used exclusively for case hardening, car- 
burizing, cyaniding, nitriding, carbonitriding, siliconizing, or 
diffusion treating of metals, if any combustion equipment is 
also exempt. 

(17) Atmosphere generators used in connection with 
metal heat-treating processes. 

(18) Sintering equipment used exclusively for metals 
other than lead, PROVIDED THAT no coke or limestone is used, 
if any combustion equipment is also exempt. 

(19) Welding equipment, and ((exygen/gaseous-fuelcut- 
tine-equipment)) thermal cutting of metals other than stain- 
less steel. Exceptions or specific conditions that apply to 
these exemptions are identified as follows: 

(A) Thermal cutting of stainless steel (defined as an alloy 
with a minimum chromium content of 10.5%, by weight) 
installed after November 1, 2013 shall not be exempt; 

(B) Thermal cutting of stainless steel performed solely 
for plant maintenance activities shall be exempt; 

(C) Thermal cutting of stainless steel refers to all thermal 
cutting technologies, including but not limited to, plasma arc, 
air carbon arc, laser, powder torch, and oxy-fuel technolo- 

ies. 
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(20) Soldering or brazing, or equipment, including braz- 
ing ovens. 

(21) Equipment used exclusively for surface preparation, 
passivation, deoxidation, and/or stripping that meets all of the 
following tank content criteria: 

(A) <50 grams of VOC per liter; 

(B) No acids other than boric, formic, acetic, phosphoric, 
sulfuric, or <12% hydrochloric; and 

(C) May contain alkaline oxidizing agents, hydrogen 
peroxide, salt solutions, sodium hydroxide, and water in any 
concentration. 

Associated rinse tanks and waste storage tanks used 
exclusively to store the solutions drained from this equipment 
are also exempt. (This exemption does not include anodizing, 
hard anodizing, chemical milling, circuit board etching using 
ammonia-based etchant, electrocleaning, or the stripping of 
chromium, except sulfuric acid and/or boric acid anodizing 
with a total bath concentration of <20% by weight and using 
<10,000 amp-hours per day, or phosphoric acid anodizing 
with a bath concentration of <15% by weight of phosphoric 
acid and using <20,000 amp-hours per day.) 

(22) Equipment used exclusively for electrolytic plating 
(except the use of chromic and/or hydrochloric acid) or elec- 
trolytic stripping (except the use of chromic, hydrochloric, 
nitric, or sulfuric acid) of brass, bronze, copper, iron, tin, 
zinc, precious metals, and associated rinse tanks and waste 
storage tanks used exclusively to store the solutions drained 
from this equipment. Also, equipment used to electrolytically 
recover metals from spent or pretreated plating solutions that 
qualify for this exemption. 


Ceramics and Glass 

(23) Kilns used for firing ceramic-ware or artwork, if any 
combustion equipment is also exempt. 

(24) Porcelain enameling furnaces, porcelain enameling 
drying ovens, vitreous enameling furnaces, or vitreous enam- 
eling drying ovens, if any combustion equipment is also 
exempt. 

(25) Hand glass melting furnaces, electric furnaces, and 
pot furnaces with a capacity <1,000 pounds of glass. 

(26) Heat-treatment equipment used exclusively for 
glass, if any combustion equipment is also exempt. 

(27) Sintering equipment used exclusively for glass PRO- 
VIDED THAT no coke or limestone is used, if any combustion 
equipment is also exempt. 


Plastics and Rubber and Composites 

(28) Equipment used exclusively for conveying and stor- 
ing plastic pellets. 

(29) Extrusion equipment used exclusively for extruding 
rubber or plastics where no organic plasticizer is present, or 
for pelletizing polystyrene foam scrap. 

(30) Equipment used for extrusion, compression mold- 
ing, and injection molding of plastics, PROVIDED THAT the 
VOC content of all mold release products or lubricants is 
<1% by weight. 

(31) Injection or blow-molding equipment for rubber or 
plastics, PROVIDED THAT no blowing agent other than com- 
pressed air, water, or carbon dioxide is used. 

(32) Presses or molds used for curing, post-curing, or 
forming composite products and plastic products, PROVIDED 
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THAT the blowing agent contains no VOC or chlorinated 
compounds. 

(33) Presses or molds used for curing or forming rubber 
products and composite rubber products with a ram diameter 
<26 inches, PROVIDED THAT it is operated at <400°F. 

(34) Ovens used exclusively for the curing or forming of 
plastics or composite products, where no foam-forming or 
expanding process is involved, if any combustion equipment 
is also exempt. 

(35) Ovens used exclusively for the curing of vinyl plas- 
tisols by the closed-mold curing process, if any combustion 
equipment is also exempt. 

(36) Equipment used exclusively for softening or anneal- 
ing plastics, if any combustion equipment is also exempt. 

(37) Hot wire cutting of expanded polystyrene foam and 
woven polyester film. 

(38) Mixers, roll mills, and calenders for rubber or plas- 
tics where no material in powder form is added and no 
organic solvents, diluents, or thinners are used. 


Material Working and Handling 

(39) Equipment used for mechanical buffing (except tire 
buffers), polishing, carving, cutting, drilling, grinding, 
machining, planing, pressing, routing, sawing, stamping, or 
turning of wood, ceramic artwork, ceramic precision parts, 
leather, metals, plastics, rubber, fiberboard, masonry, glass, 
silicon, semiconductor wafers, carbon, graphite, or compos-

-)) 

(40) Hand-held sanding equipment. 

(41) Sanding equipment controlled by a fabric filter with 
an airflow of <2,000 cfm. 

(42) Equipment used exclusively for shredding of wood 
(e.g., tub grinders, hammermills, hoggers), or for extruding, 
pressing, handling, or storage of wood chips, sawdust, or 
wood shavings. 

(43) Paper shredding and associated conveying systems 
and baling equipment. 

(44) Hammermills used exclusively to process alumi- 
num and/or tin cans. 

(45) Tumblers used for the cleaning or deburring of 
metal products without abrasive blasting. 


Abrasive Blasting 

(46) Portable abrasive blasting equipment used at a tem- 
porary location to clean bridges, water towers, buildings, or 
similar structures, PROVIDED THAT any blasting with sand (or 
silica) is performed with >66% by volume water. 

(47) Portable vacuum blasting equipment using steel 
shot and vented to a fabric filter. 

(48) Hydroblasting equipment using exclusively water 
as the abrasive. 

(49) Abrasive blasting cabinets vented to a fabric filter, 
PROVIDED THAT the total internal volume of the cabinet is 
<100 cubic feet. 

(50) Shot peening operations, PROVIDED THAT no surface 
material is removed.

(A) Non-refillable, hand-held aerosol spray cans of sol-

(69) Retail, sheet-fed, non-heatset offset presses (litho- 
graphic or letter-press).

(71) Presses using exclusively plastisols. 

(72) Presses using exclusively water-based inks (<1.5 Ibs 
VOC per gallon, excluding water, or <10% VOC by volume) 
and cleaning solvents without VOC. 

(73) Presses used exclusively for making proofs. 

(74) Electrostatic, ink jet, laser jet, and thermal printing 
equipment.

(G) Sulfuric acid or phosphoric acid with an acid 
strength <99% by weight; 

(H) Nitric acid with an acid strength <70% by weight; 

(I) Hydrochloric acid or hydrofluoric acid tanks with an 
acid strength <30% by weight; 

(J) Aqueous solutions of sodium hydroxide, sodium 
hypochlorite, or salts, PROVIDED THAT the surface of the solu- 
tion contains <1% VOC by weight; 

(K) Liquid soaps, liquid detergents, vegetable oils, fatty 
acids, fatty esters, fatty alcohols, waxes, and wax emulsions; 

(L) Tallow or edible animal fats intended for human con- 
sumption and of sufficient quality to be certifiable for United 
States markets;

(82) Mixing equipment, PROVIDED THAT no material in 
powder form is added and the mixture contains <1% VOC by 
weight. 

(83) Equipment used exclusively for the mixing and 
blending of materials at ambient temperature to make water- 
based adhesives. 

(84) Equipment used exclusively for the manufacture of 
water emulsions of waxes, greases, or oils. 

(85) Equipment used exclusively for the mixing and 
packaging of lubricants or greases. 

(86) Equipment used exclusively for manufacturing soap 
or detergent bars, including mixing tanks, roll mills, plod- 
ders, cutters, wrappers, where no heating, drying, or chemical 
reactions occur. 

(87) Equipment used exclusively to mill or grind coat- 
ings and molding compounds in a paste form, PROVIDED 
THAT the solution contains <1% VOC by weight.

(93) Municipal sewer systems, including wastewater 
treatment plants and lagoons, PROVIDED THAT they do not use 
anaerobic digesters or chlorine sterilization.

(94) Soil and groundwater remediation projects involv- 
ing <15 pounds per year of benzene or vinyl chloride, <500 
pounds per year of perchloroethylene, and <1,000 pounds per 
year of toxic air contaminants.

(95) Passive aeration of soil, PROVIDED THAT the soil is 
not being used as a cover material at a landfill. 

(96) Closed landfills that do not have an operating, active 
landfill gas collection system.

Agriculture, Food, and Drugs 
(98) Equipment used in agricultural operations, in the 
growing of crops, or the raising of fowl or animals. 
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(99) Insecticide, pesticide, or fertilizer spray equipment. 

(100) Equipment used in retail establishments to dry, 
cook, fry, bake, or grill food for human consumption, includ- 
ing charbroilers, smokehouses, barbecue units, deep fat fry- 
ers, cocoa and nut roasters, but not including coffee roasters. 

(101) Cooking kettles (other than deep frying equip- 
ment) and confection cookers where all the product in the 
kettle is edible and intended for human consumption. 

(102) Bakery ovens with a total production of yeast leav- 
ened bread products <10,000 pounds per operating day, if 
any combustion equipment is also exempt. 

(103) Equipment used to dry, mill, grind, blend, or pack- 
age <1,000 tons per year of dry food products such as seeds, 
grains, corn, meal, flour, sugar, and starch.

This 
modification may be allowed for those buildings or structures 
that are listed in the state or national register of historic 
places; designated as a historic property under local or state 
designation law or survey; certified as a contributing resource 
with a national register listed or locally designated historic 
district; or with an opinion or certification that the property is 
eligible to be listed on the national or state registers of his- 
toric places either individually or as a contributing building 
to a historic district by the state historic preservation officer 
or the keeper of the national register of historic places.

Hydronic heating systems comprised of a 
single boiler and greater than 500,000 Btu/h (146,550 W) 
input design capacity shall include either a multi-staged or 
modulating burner. 


C403.4.3.1 Three-pipe system. Hydronic systems that use a 
common return system for both hot water and chilled water 
are prohibited. 


C403.4.3.2 Two-pipe changeover system. Systems that use 
a common distribution system to supply both heated and 
chilled water shall be designed to allow a dead band between 
changeover from one mode to the other of at least 15°F 
(8.3°C) outside air temperatures; be designed to and provided 
with controls that will allow operation in one mode for at 
least 4 hours before changing over to the other mode; and be 
provided with controls that allow heating and cooling supply 
temperatures at the changeover point to be no more than 30°F 
(16.7°C) apart. 


C403.4.3.3 Hydronic (water loop) heat pump systems.

C403.4.3.3.1 Temperature dead band. Hydronic heat 
pumps connected to a common heat pump water loop with 
central devices for heat rejection and heat addition shall have 
controls that are capable of providing a heat pump water sup-

For Climate 
Zones 5 through 8, if an open- or closed-circuit cooling tower 
is used, then a separate heat exchanger shall be provided to 
isolate the cooling tower from the heat pump loop, and heat 
loss shall be controlled by shutting down the circulation 
pump on the cooling tower loop and providing an automatic 
valve to stop the flow of fluid. 


C403.4.3.3.3 Isolation valve. Each hydronic heat pump on 
the hydronic system having a total pump system power 
exceeding 10 horsepower (hp) (7.5 kW) shall have a two-way 
(but not three-way) valve. For the purposes of this section, 
pump system power is the sum of the nominal power demand 
(i.e., nameplate horsepower at nominal motor efficiency) of 
motors of all pumps that are required to operate at design 
conditions to supply fluid from the heating or cooling source 
to all heat transfer devices (e.g., coils, heat exchanger) and 
return it to the source. This converts the system into a vari- 
able flow system and, as such, the primary circulation pumps 
shall comply with the variable flow requirements in Section 
C403.4.3.6. 


C403.4.3.4 Part load controls. Hydronic systems greater 
than or equal to 300,000 Btu/h (87,930 W) in design output 
capacity supplying heated or chilled water to comfort condi- 
tioning systems shall include controls that have the capability 
to: 

1. Automatically reset the supply-water temperatures 
using zone-return water temperature, building-return water 
temperature, or outside air temperature as an indicator of 
building heating or cooling demand. The temperature shall be 
capable of being reset by at least 25 percent of the design sup- 
ply-to-return water temperature difference; and 

2. Reduce system pump flow by at least 50 percent of 
design flow rate utilizing adjustable speed drive(s) on 
pump(s), or multiple-staged pumps where at least one-half of 
the total pump horsepower is capable of being automatically 
turned off or control valves designed to modulate or step 
down, and close, as a function of load, or other approved 
means.

(3) Former contract liquor stores and title holders by 
those who purchased a state store at auction are exempt from 
the ten thousand square foot minimum required by law.
